THE 
ALARM GUOAV* 


The special from Hong Kong- which 


Bays all the Pekin legations have been 
destroyed and that the German min- 
ister has been killed need not be ac- 
cepted as true unlfss verified from 
some authoritative source. Hong Kong 
has no better means of hearing1 from 
Pekln than have other countries. But 
there is no question about the serious- 
ness of the situation at Pekin. The 
latest reliable information from the 
city was to the effect that it was filled 
with a seething, howling mob, with 
probably nothing restraining the mob 
from attacking the foreigners and the 
legations but the small show of force 
the legations are able to make. This 
force is only sufficient to defend the 
legations against minor attacks and is 
not enough to. defend them ajrainst 
eerious assault. The international re- 
lief expedition is still stranded half 
way to Pekin and the prospect of its 
pushing forward with speed is very 
dim. And if there he truth in the story 
that Pekin's gates are defended by 
thousands of troops, the relieving force 
may find itself outnumbered 10 or 20 
to one on its arrival. The world need 
not be surprised if the relieving force 
meets with a heavy reverse at the 
gates of the capital. Further, if ths 
legations are still undisturbed, the ar- 
rival of the international expedition is 
most Hkely to become the signal for 
an, attack upon them, particularly if this 
arrival means a conflict with the im- 
]f -rial troops outside the gates. Unless 
the powers are better advised than the 
people of the nations it would seem 
that strong and urgent 
measures 


Bhould be taken at once. The inter- 
national expedition nee<^s reinforce- 
ments, and there should be enough ma- 
rines or troops in Chinese waters to 
meet any emergency likely to arise* 
So far the United States has assumed 
but an insignificant amount of the 
burden. This should change. Ameri- 
can lives are as much in danger as 
others and American power should be 
present to protect them. It would be 
a criminal policy to wait until the sac- 
rifice of life ha<! been. mad«. 


BLIS? OR STRONG? 


Close personal friends of Cornelius 


N. Bliss of New York are Quoted as 
saying tha.t Mr. Bliss will consent to 
the use of his name for the vice presi- 
dency in the Philadelphia convention 
provided he gets the solid support of 
the New York delegation. This may be 
the way Mr. Bliss takes to get him- 
self out of the question, entirely, for It 
is quite unlikely that the New York' 
delegation will swing in line for him. 
Lleutenant-Governor Woodruff of New 
York has been working too assiduously 
to have it easy for any man to get all 
.the delegates. 
Woodruff wants tho 


nomination more than anybody else 
and Is the only man who set out to 
make a business of capturing it. But 
Bliss is to be considered as a possi- 
bility. Great pressure has been brought 
to bear upon him to permit the use of 
his name. New York state secure for 
the republicans in the fall and there Is 
no possibility of defeat. This is recog- 
nized by the keenest political observ- 
ers, and has become more a matter of 
certainty since Oregon so convincingly 
demonstrated that Bryanlsm has gain- 
ed nothing in the west. Bryan has no 
hope in the west greater than he had 
in 1896, If he has as much, and he must 
gain tremendously in the east to win. 
Make sure of New York for McKinley 
and half a prophet 
could 
foretell 


Bryan's defeat before the day of his 
nomination. 
Republican leaders are 


duly considering- this and Senator Al- 
lison of Iowa arrived in New York the 
other day and had several interviews 
with Mr. Bliss. It was known that the 
former secretary of the interior had 
no desire to enter public life asain, 
that he withdrew from it and from the 
cabinet for personal reasons, but it was 
thought that he could be induced to 
favorably consider the vice presidency 
for his party's interests. 
Roosevelt 


was out of the question, his many re- 
fusals have so put him, besides Roose- 
velt running for governor of New York 
will do a great deal towards strength- 
ening1 the republican ticket in his stafe. 
With Bliss running- for vice president 
and Roosevelt running for governor 
there should be little doubt about New 
York. But Mr. Bliss would not say 
"yes" to Senator Allison and the sen- 
ator would not accept, his refusal. 
There the matter stood until yester- 
day when friends of Mr. Bliss said he 
would consent to the use of his name 
in the convention provided New York 
would solidly support him. Whether 
this is diplomacy on the part of Mr. 
Bliss, or whether it is as it appears on 
the face and that there is a hope ot 
New York getting behind him will ao- 
pear in due time.

• Convention to L«»t Fifteen Year*., 
How the Animal* 'Will Be Protect* 
«d For Breeding and Huii^pK. 
Clarification of Animal*. 


Bo far as legislation can accomplish 


it. all of Africa lylug between Egypt 
and the Sahara on the north and the 
Zambezi ami German Southwest Afri- 
ca In the south has been turned Into an 
Immense game preserve by the Euro- 
pean powers which have seized the 
continent, says the New York Sun. On 
May 19 representatives of Great Brit- 
ain, France, Germany, Portugal, Italy, 
Spain and of the king of the Belgians, 
acting for the Kongo State, signed a 
convention at London for the preserva- 
tion of wild animals, birds and fish In 
Africa. Within a month after the cer- 
tificates of ratification have reached 
London the convention comes Into 
force and will last for 15 years. The 
signatories comprise all claimants to 
any part of the protected area with the 
exception of the republic of Liberia. 


Among 
the 
commissioners were 


sportsmen, naturalists and explorers aa 
well as diplomats. 
They prepared 


schedules of animals, the hunting or 
killing of some being prohibited, of 
others limited and of others permitted 
and encouraged. No one will be al- 
lowed to hunt In central Africa with- 
out a license from the local govern- 
ments. Reserves are to be established, 
as far as possible, within which all 
hunting is prohibited and close seasons 
established for the protection of breed- 
Ing. Dynamite and poison shall not 
be used, while restrictions are put on 
the employment of nets and pitfalls. 
Measures are to be taken to prevent 
the spread of cattle disease and other 
epidemics and for interfering with the 
destruction of specific animals. 


The classification of aninmls Is Inter- 


esting. Those which must not be kill- 
ed at all are partly useful—namely, the 
vulture, the owl, the secretary bird and 
the rhinoceros bird, and partly rare and 
likely to be exterminated, the giraffe, 
the gorilla and chimpanzee, the moun- 
tain zebra, the wild ass, the white 
tailed gnu, the eland and the little 
Liberian hippopotamus. On the other 
hand, harmful animals are marked out 
for destruction, and special efforts will 
be, made to reduce their numbers. 
These are lions, leopards, hyenas, hunt- 
Ing dogs (Lycaon pictus), otters, bab- 
oons and other harmful monkeys, 
crocodiles, poisonous snakes, pythons 
and large birds of prey which are not 
useful. 


A distinction Is made between the 


protected animals which may be hunt- 
ed under restrictions. 
Of some, the 


young and the females, when accom- 
panied by their young or otherwise 
recognizable, must not be killed. This 
picturesque list includes the elephant, 
the rhinoceros, the hippopotamus, the 
zebra, the buffalo, the antelope and ga- 
eelle, the ibex and the chevrotain. Ex- 
port duties will be imposed on their 
hides, tusks and horns. In regard to 
the elephant, especially, severe penal- 
ties will be Imposed, and tusks weigh- 
ing less than ten pounds shall be con- 
fiscated wherever found. 
For others 


the restriction Is merely that the num- 
ber to be killed shall be limited by the 
local authorities. Among these are fur 
monkeys and small monkeys, dugongs, 
manatees, small cats, various plga, 
jackals, 
large 
tortoises, 
bustards, 


guinea fowl and other game birds, 
birds whose feathers have commercial 
value like marabous and egrets, and 
ostriches, for the preservation of whose 
eggs special measures are to be taken. 


It will be seen that hardly a single 


Inhabitant of the African jungle has 
escaped the watchful eye of the con- 
vention. The London Times, In com- 
menting on the report, which has just 
been made public, thinks nevertheless 
that the commissioners did not go far 
enough and that they should have pro- 
hibited all hunting for specified pe- 
riods, a suggestion that seems even 
more practicable than the prohibitions 
of the convention. The recommenda- 
tions are almost purely academical, 
for the chief destroyers of animal life 
in Africa are the natives In search of 
food or clothing or of the means of 
satisfying the requirements of com- 
merce. 
If they 'can be educated to 


abstain from wanton destruction of 
useful animals, some part of the fauna 
peculiar to Africa may be saved from 
extinction. 
Meantime It Is something 


to have secured a general International 
agreement as to what the civilized na- 
tio1 .s should do. It will act as a deter- 
reat on European "sportsmen" who 
Btek only to destroy and may even 
reach the traders outside of Africa, 
whose shortsighted policy of Imme- 
diate gain Is a large factor In the 
threatened extinction of the most val- 
uable and Interesting of African ani- 
mals.

School Committee Prohibits 


Time Honored Custom 


at Drury High School 


ELECTION OF TEACHERS HELD 


Many Transfers on Account of Open, 


ing of New Freeman School. Prin- 


cipals' Salaries Increased. 


Superintendent Hall Re. 


Elected 


The "whirling" of Mark Hopkins 


pupils by high school freshmen 
re- 


ported in this paper yesterday, has •e- 
sulted in the forbidding of the practice 
by the school committee. At last 
night's meeting of that body, the fol- 
lowing vote was passed unanimously: 


"Voted, that all twirling, hazing and 


other like reprehensible actions on 
the part of public school pupils is 
hereby prohibited, and all such unlaw- 
ful and unjustifiable assaults will be 
dealt with according to the law." 


This vote will cause a good deal of 


surprise among the friends of the high 
school, the custom of whirling having 
been in vogue for many years. It is 
not believed that the school faculty are 
opposed to the practice if kept within 
the usual bounds, their attitude being 
that it should be confined to the one or 
two days in the fall and to the school 
grounds. Members of the school com- 
mittee, however, were more or less ex- 
ercised in spirit over the recent episode, 
and after some discussion in the meet- 
ing, 
In which Superintendent Hall 


pointed out the amusing features of it 
and the lightness of the offense, in- 
sisted on passing the vote. 


This of course will put the stamp of 


official disapproval on the whirling, 
but only the police can prevent it on 
the streets, and some have expressed 
the opinion that the school committee's 
action will result in increasing rather 
than diminishing the hazings. 


The chief business of the 
school 


board's meeting was the election of 
teachers for next year. Superintendent 
Hall was unanimously re-elected for 
the fifth year.

FO'URGENERATIQNS FOUGHT 


Son, Fatter, Grandfather and Gveat- 
Craaafatb«r Captured With Cronje. 
"I don't know of any better illustra- 


tion of the way the Boer families have 
gone into the tield," said one of the of- 
ficers of the transport Milwaukee to a 
reporter of the New Orleans Times- 
Democrat, "than the fact that we had 
four generations In a single group 
among the prisoners we took with 
Cronje to St. Helena. 


"It was a remarkable party and con- 


sisted of great-grandfather, grandfa- 
ther, father aBd son. 
The boy was 


about 18, his father was 40 or there- 
about, the grandfather was a man of 
60, and the old patriarch of the lot was 
nearly 80. They had all been under 
arms In Cronje's laager when It made 
Its last stand, fighting In different 
trenches, and after the surrender they 
naturally drifted together. They excit- 
ed my interest, and I talked with them 
on several occasions during the voy- 
age. It seemed that they had been liv- 
ing on one of the great cattle ranches 
of the northern veidt, forming one big 
household with their women folk, and 
knew nothing of the war until the or- 
der came to turn out for active serv- 
ice. Of course they belonged to the lo- 
cal 'commando,' or militia department, 
for that section, but It was not a regu- 
larly disciplined 
organization, and 


they had never even drilled together. 
When the call came, the father and son 
responded first and joined Cronje's ar- 
my. Later on there was another requi- 
sition for troops, and the grandfather 
shouldered his rifle and hurried to the 
front. About the time Cronje started 
ou his last retreat the old great-grand- 
father got uneasy and set ont to see 
bow 'his boys,' as he called them, were 
getting along. He arrived just before 
the final stand, and once inside the laa- 
ger he couldn't get out. So he took a 
gun from a dead man and went to 
fighting along with the rest of the 
family. 


"The four Boers struck me as good, 


honest, simple minded men. They had 
no Idea whatever of the causes of the 
war, the principles Involved or the rel- 
ative strength of the two sides. All 
they knew was that the 'rooineks' were 
trying to invade the republic and that 
Oom Paul had called on them to come 
out and fight. The whole crowd were 
fatalists of the deepest dye. 
They 


were prisoners of war on a strange 
ship, sailing away to a part of the 
world as unknown to them as the 
mountains of the moon, but they ac- 
cepted the situation as stoically as so 
many Turks. I asked the grandfather 
how lie thought it would all end. 'God 
knows,' he replied calmly. 'But don't 
you expect to get back to your home 
and family again?' I Inquired. 'God 
knows,' he repeated and went on smok- 
ing his ptoe."

A committee from the Mobile cham-

With engineers of the war department 
for the purpose of determining the fea- 
sibility of introducing canal locks on 
the Coosa river between Gadsen and 
Wetumpka, at which latter place the 
Goosa joins the Tallapoosa and thus 
forms the Alabama.

Judge Reserves Decision on Technical 


Point of Law, Crowds 
Watch 


New Cutters go to Meals, 


More Shop Windows 


Broken 


The strike of the cutters at Millard's 


shoe shop is coming rapidly to occupy 
considerable attention in the courts, as 
it is probable that more arrests will be 
asked for. 


Peter Clark, chairman of the execu- 


tive committee of the union, and there- 
fore practically manager of the strike, 
although he is not a striker, was ar- 
rested last evening on the charge of 
intimidating Ernest C. Fosbush, the 
cutter who was assaulted some days 
ago. The complaint was brought by 
Chief Dinneen, and William Johnson, 
foreman of the stitching room, is the 
other witness besides Forbush. Clark 
was bailed out a short time after his 
arrest, and was in court this morning 
to plead not guilty to the charge. 
Lawyer Couch appears for the com- 
monwealth and Lawyer Magenis for the 
defense. The case was continued till 
Tuesday morning, 
and 
Clark was 


placed under $100 bail. Mr. Clark, who 
has been active in talking with the 
new men at Millard's, trying to explain 
the strikers' side of the case to them, 
denies emphatically that he has use! 
any intimidation. 


The case of James Mead, charged 


with assault and battery on E. C. For- 
bush, was also before the court for trial 
this morning, and the court room was 
crowded with strikers and sympathizers 
Lawyer Couch and Magenis appealed 
in this case also for the commomvoalth 
and defense. The trial was a long and 
hard fought one, and at the c'osf the 
judge reserved his decision, to look up 
the law points on which the case 
hinges. 


The witnesses were Forbush himself, 


Mrs. 
Swazie, with whom he boards, C. 


G. Bartlett, in whose block on Wash- 
ington avenue Mrs. Swazie lives, and 
C. G. Bartlett, jr., who was an inter- 
ested spectator and timer of the affair. 


The evidence showed that Mead and 


another man, unknown, walked with 
Forbush down to the latter's boardinj: 
place shortly after 6 Tuesday evening. 
While standing near the Bartlett blcrk 
on Mr. Bartlett's property the un- 
known man slapped Forbush in thf 
face and then struck him. 
Forbush 


tried to break away and succeeded in 
doing so. Mr. Bartlett came out in- 
tending to order the men off the prem- 
ises, when he was confronted by Mead 
and warned not to interfere or he 
would be hurt. The evidence showed 
that Mead did not strike a blow. 


The defense argued that he could not 


be held for assault, being only present 
at a misdemeanor, and that the case 
againat him was really brought by N. 
L. Millard instead of Mr. Forbush, for 
the sake of getting from Mead the 
name of the man who really assaulted 
Forbush. 


Tin prosecution argued that Mead 


cr-j'd Ire found guilty as an accessory 
at n iniprleimeanor, and that he was as 
guilty as the unknown man. The claim 
was also made that at such times of 
strike excitement technicalities should 
not be held to so closely in the inter- 
ests of justice. 


In summing up his position, Judge' 


Phelps said that it was s technical le- 
g^al question. 
TM evidence left no 


doubt as to whether or not Mead was 
present as an accessory, but that he 
would reserve decision as to whether 
this fact made him guilty. 


In connection with the arrest of 
Clark for alleged intimidation, the 
strikers claim that thoy tried to secure 
a warrant for the arrest of one of the 
new cutters on the charge of threaten- 
ing, 
and that it was refused 
them. 


They claim that if warrants are to 
be given to the o'-her side on state- 
ments of intimidation, they should be 
granted warrants for ca»es where they 
are positive they could prove threaten- 
in-. 
/ 


Interest in the strike is apparently 


increasing rapidly, and for the last 
few evening's at 6 o'clock there has 
been the unusual sight of a 
crowd 


along thes treets to waxen, the few cut- 
ters from, the ahoi> escorted to their 
boarding place on Holden street by an 
officer. 
Last evening the crowd was 


larger than it has beeu before, and as 
the party from the ractory reached 
the corner of 
Center and 
Holden 


there was loud hissing. It is feared 
that unless such demonstrations are 
prevented, trouble will result which 
will harm rather than help their cause. 


It is claimed that late 
Thursday, 


night another window in the Millard 
shop, in the room in wnich the new 
cutters are sleeping, was smashed by 
a 
stone 
thrown 
from 
the Drury 


grounds. The entire winaow, frame and 
all was broken in, apparently 
by a 


large stone hurled from very near the 
shop. The matter was not reported 
to the police. 


It was said this afternoon by the 


strikers that Mr. Millard had put fn 
several more beds and a cookin* fetove 
into the shop, and was planning to run 
a boarding houE^there for those who 
should come to take the strikers' plac- 
es, on account of the demonstrations 
that have ben made. 


WILL SELL 10,000 TONS OF ICE 


Artificial Ice Will Take Place ol to 


Much Natural Ice 


The starting 
of 
the artificial Ice 


plant in the city and the consequent 
niuoh larger supply of ice for domestic 
use, 
has changed the ice situation lo- 


cally to such an extent that the Peo- 
ple's ice company will probably be in a 
position to sell outside the city about 
10.000 tons of natural ice. It is prob- 
abie that several thousand tons of this 
may go to the new company in New 
"iork which is forming in opposition to 
the American Ice company, otherwise 
known as the ice trust. 


A representative of the new company 


has been in Troy for some time trying 
to buy up all the Hudson river ice that 
was available, but was unable to secure 
much, on account of the short crop 
there and the necessity of reserving 
wl'at was on hand for home use. 


Yesterday the People's company re- 


CP':\ ec? a query from Troy as to what 
price would be accepted for 3000 tons, 
and an answer was sent. It is prob- 
able, however, that most of the natural 
ice which will be sold at wholesale out- 
hi'le the city will be held till later in 
the season, when it is expected that 
prices will be considerably higher than 
they are now. 


Before 1he artificial ice plant was 


started the People's company declined 
several offers to sell part or all of iU 
stock of about 18,000 tons, believing 
that it would be needed in this city. 
Since the artificial product has coma 
into use, it has in large measure dimin- 
ished the demand for the natural ice, 
and fully half of the stock can there- 
fore be sold, and in view of the scarcity 
elsewhere, it is expected that the local 
company can secure a good price for it. 


Since the starting of the Hygeia plant 


the ailificiai ice has been used largely 
throughout 
the 
city, and although 


housekeepers have 
not 
entirely de- 


cided on which they like the better, 
most are giving the new ice a careful 
ipst. It has the advantage of perfect 
cleanliness, so that the refrigerators do 
not have to be cleaned so often, a point 
which many have recognized with a 


deal of pleasure. 


Game Bill a Law 


Governor Crane has signed the same 


bill which Berkshires Dortsmen have 
beon interested in and it has become 
a law. The bill makes the ojien season 
for shootins October and November 
and prohibits the sale of partridge 
and woodcock for three years. All the 
forestry clubs, sportrnen's clubs and 
many individuals have been interested 
in the passage of this bill. The law 
that allowed the selling of birds was a 
harvest in the fall for the man with the 
snare and permitted great havoc to the 
birds of this state.

It has been some time now since any- 


thing has been heard from the promot- 
ers of the trolley line from Williams- 
town to Troy, but yesterday's Troy 
Times had a column or no prospectus, 
from which the following are extracts: 


"If the proposed Troy, Grafton and 


Williams-town, acentric /ailroad were 
'niilt on or near the survey recently 
made it will afford to tourist and other 
pleasure s&ekers an easy access to a 
section of country whicn ror varied and 
beautiful scenery is unsurpassed and 
which is unknown to thousands who 
reside within a few miles. 
Pleasing 


natural attractions are found along- the 
entire route. Those who during- the 
summer months leave the confines of 
city and repair to the Catskills, Adi- 
rondackg and other widely known 
mountain resorts to rusticate would 
find upon the Grafton mountain and 
the Taconic range, a few miles east, 
as desirable places as can be found 
elsewhere." 


The article then gives extended de- 


scriptions of Brunswick, Grafton Cen- 
ter and Grafton, throug-h which 
the 


road would pass, witti this account 
of a summer resort possibility: 


"In the southeast corner of the town 


is the most delightful sheet of water 
of all. Nearly ali of this pond (suggest- 
ed name Lake Mohican) and the lands 
adjoining- on the south, west and north 
sides have been recently purchased by 
a company consisting- of former Con- 
gressman E. W. Greenman of Troy, 
former Supervisor C. W. Eeynolds and 
J. H. Duffle of Petersburg!!, N. Y., 
and H. Jesse Moses and H. A. Lewis of 
the firm of Kins', Richardson & Co- 
publishers, of Springfield, Mass., who 
have already begnn, building- cottages 
on its north, banks. Much of the prim- 
itive wildnessi of the south end will be 
retained, and 
the poetical 
request, 


"Spare that tree," will be heeded. It 
Is intended by the comtiany to make 
the lake an» immediate surroundings 
an ideal summer resort." 


Then the prospectus passes through 


South Petersburg!!, to the state line 
between New York and Vermont, with 
side excursions) to "Jim Smith's clear- 
ing," White Rock and Snow Hole. Of 
this latter the prospectus says: 


"The 
greatest natural attraction 


aside from, the extensive views had 
along the summit is the noted snow- 
hole near by. This is a- large fissure 
in the mountain caused by some violent 
convulsion of nature, as is evident by 
the sides corresponding. The descent 
is easily made from the western end 
by an Incline of about 45 degrees. At 
the bottom are always found snow and 
and ice, even in the hottest days of 
summer. The extreme depth of the 
fissure, which is at its east end, is 
about 50 feet. Passages, however, are 
found j&auing- to depths unfathomed 
by even the most daring of many ex- 
plorers who have worked 
upon th° 


mountain. 
The surroundings of tffls 


spot are very pleasing. Owing to its 
shelter from the bleak northern winds 
the trees are of large size, affordins 
ample shade. The surrounding grounds 
are free from 
shrubbery. A 
living 


spring of water works out from the 
hedge nearby. Although the water is 
cold as ice-, drinkers of it derive no ill 
effects from it. 
The snow hole is 


about 2600 feet above tide water." 


The tria down the mountain on this 


side is thus described: 


"A short distance north, accessible 


only to pedestrians, is Bald Mountain 
the highest point on the route, 2,693 feet 
above the level of the sea. From this 
peak the best view northward is had 
looking 113 the Vermont valley. The 
marble quarries at Dorset, as seen from 
thjig p«ak, resemble large cirilfts of 
snow. Equinox, a prominent r>eak of 
the Green mountains, is plainly dis- 
cernible, as is the ransre for miles, 


"At numerous clearings along the 


entitle route e-Ktensive views are had. 
Eastward in thef oreground at the left 
are the villages of Pownal. with Green 
Mountains as a background. The beau- 
tiful village of Williamptown, almost 
hidden in a forest of shade trees, is 
in the right foreground. Behind is seen 
Blackinton, 
Braytonvillp 
and 
the 


church spires of North Adams, east of 
which the Hoosac mountains afford a 
suitable background. The lofty Grey- 
lock mountain, the highest land in 
Massachusetts', is far above all. 


"At the south b.re 
seen 
countless 


mountain peaks as far as the eye ex- 
tends. 
Turning to the ri^ht, far to 


the southwest, the Catskills are out- 
lined against the sky. One particular 
peak of this range, "The old man of the 
mountain," is faintly outlined. 
The 


name was derived from, a curious form- 
ation of the top resembling the bust 
of a man reclining upon his back.
